King George's Music

At the Inst Motor ‘Show at 
Olympia there were on exhibition 
certain cars designed and Produced 
as achallenge to the Americans.

The 
type of maniac who finds little use 
in genrhoxes will be satisfied svith 
the “Snipe,” as a lazy driver need 
never change down from top’on 
normal British roads. Tho “silent 
third speed” is reasonably quict and 
the change-down is simple—in fact, 
the entire gearbox is foolproof.

Occasionally one oncountera 
among riders on the road, and per. 
haps even In the Bluo ‘Un's Corres: 
pendence columna, faint traces of 


+g guspicion that the supremacy of 


British motor cycles is more pro- 
‘paganda, and that it may’ not ace 
tunly bo ko pronounced as tho 
Press suggests, May I talk abao- 
Jutoly frankly about it? J have not 
yet visited our own Oversea 
Dominions, and it‘ is true that in 
some of them American machines 
ati] sell quite freely, largely be- 
couse of bad service on our part 
{n the past, a fault which Is in 
process of being remedied, 1 met 
a big Australian trader at Olym- 
pla, who was ordering 4,000 British 
bikes for 1930, although he had 
made his money out of American 
bikes, So far os Europe Js con- 
cerned, on my Continental assign- 
monts I have repentedly seen a kind 
of stupor descend upon the crowd 
at great races, because the other 
European riders and machines! wore 
so Hterally and obviously outelass- 
* gd; and I have never yet secn the 
British representatives hard-press- 
od jn any such event. In fact, the 
only occasions during 1929 when I, 
as 6 British Predsman, hive had to 
alt and watch a bike from anothor 
country enjoying the limelight were 
the Lightweight T.T., wherein 
Ghersi ted for five laps, though he 
could not finish; and the speed 
teste at Cointrin aerodrome, which 
concluded the International Six 
Days, in which Soenius and’ Bay- 
Jon, on BMW. omachines,. wero 
faster than uny of our Jads, though 
we annexcil all the chief awards of 
the week. In other words, British 
Supremacy is an incontestable fact, 
thourh its duration ig unlikely to 
be eternal. 
Brakes Which: Bite 

1 oceusionally§ ride a trade 
machine which strikes me as an ex- 
tremely perilous marketing pro- 
position, because its brakes, and 
especially the rear brake, are 80 
easily locked, and have such a 
flerce bite. ‘This inflicts no risks 
on an old hand, who never takes 
out a strange bus without apply- 
Ing its brakes experimentally with- 
{n the first hundred yards; this pre- 
caution is essential beeause - tho 
pedal may be any old where; it is 
doubly wise, because the brakes 
may be creamy or tigerish, and one 
has to know, But the average 
duffer is eusily seared. When he 
fa aenred he acts on instinct, His 
{nstinct is to stump, And if you 
stamp on a brake which bites, you 
are pretty certain to yo over, un- 
Joss you possess such A knack of 
balancing and bus control'as dis- 
tinguishes Dodson from me. Some 
years ago a famous cnr was criticis- 
ed in the technical Presa by every 
Inddie who wrote nbout it because 
te brake pedal required so much 
pressure to apply full braking 
power; you had to brace your leg 
at tho pedal as if you were a 'Vare 
aity stroke on the spurt.

WATER BUS TESTED/ 


Sir Samuel Instone’s 
Scheme . 


“A pilmpse into the future wos 
afforded Londonera on the Embankment 
when a “water-bus” was tried out on 
the Thames. The trinl was in cone 
nection with Sir Samuel Instone’s pro- 
posed tmotorbont service, and its pure 
pose wan to test the engines and speed. 
The craft, which enreted 30 people, wns 
without the “conchwork” intended for 
it. 

Sir Somuc! Instone, o3 9 passenger, 
was taken from Westminster. to 
Hammersmith Bridge, and then back to 
the Tower Bridge. 

Speaking to the Journal of Com- 
merce representative during the trip, 
he sald, "This scheme for water-buses 
Js sound, Why should a great artery 
Jiko the Thames be used by n few tugs 
and barges only? It is absurd in o 
city so traffieecongested as London, A 
rreat saving of time would be effected 
by water-buses. It would be possible 
to go from Victorin to London Bridgo 
with threo stops in 20 minutes. With 
regard to landing stages, I think the 
public havo o right to expeet the 
authoritien to give facilities for 
water-buses, in the way they  givo 
foctlitien for rond transport.”

CUSTOM WORK ON SPRINGS 


What is known as custom work on 
springs is a phase of the motor 
world little nppreefated by the aver- 
age car-owner, <A spring seems to 
be merely a spring und the idea 
that it Is subject to special treat- 
ment does not occur to him. 

Such custom work, however, 18 
available to those who want to get 
the best riding qualities from thelr 
curs. The first step is to weigh the 
car in order to ascertain whether 
the springs are appropriate for the 
task they must perform. The second 
step isto put the springs them- 
selves into condition. J 

The trouble with most springs is 
that the leavea touch only on high 
spots. In the specialist's shop 
these high spots are removed so that 
the leaves work smoothly against 
each other for their entire area, 

The final steps are lubrication 
und the proper adjustment of the 
spring control devices. With’ a 
custom apring job a car can be made 
to ride just ss required. 


WASTEFUL HABITS 


Bad driving habits and improper 
care of the cnr are usunlly respon: 
sible for abnormal consumption of 
petrol, according to Mr, Frank N. 
Nutt, research engineer of the A.C. 
Spark Plug Company, who cites the 
causes of these faults as under:— 

Letting the engine rin at high 
apeed while idling in trafic, Many 
drivers have his bad- habit. 

Uneven acceleration, that is, step. 
ping on the accelerator unsteadily. 

Racing the engine in spurts when 
waiting for the traffic “go” signal. 

Driving with fouled spark plugs. 
This wayteg about 20 to 25 per cent. 
of the petrol used for every plug 
that is out of commision. 

Dashing up to o strect and then 
jamming on the brakes. Also this 
ig hard on a car and Is a danger= 
ova practice. 

Dragging brakes waste petrol and 
wear out brake linings, 

Driving too jong in first and in 
second gear before shifting to top, 

Careless drivers frequently pay 
no attention to simple warnings of 
coming trouble in thelr car, Mr. 
Butt added. What would usually 
amount to a minor repair if nttend- 
ad to at once often is permitted to 
grow Into a large one, This is why 
the perfodical car inspection and 
overhauling is necessary to keep 
cars in the best operating con- 
ditions. 

Tyre Service 

Now that so many motorists are 
wisely purchasing tyres that give 
safe service up to 40,000 miles, It 
may be an appropriate time to point 
out that no such mileage should be 
expected of the Inner tubes If the 
motorist docs not cover this distance 
{n Joas than two years, Inner tubes 
become hard and porous with age. 
Thin means that they leak alr, slowly 
and thus trick the owner Into going 
about with his tyra under inflated. 
If tho car ts driven only 10,000 or 
lesa miles per year, It a good plan 
to use new Inner dubes after the 
ear has gone 20,000 miles or 50, 
Thin rule naturally docs not apply 
where a motortat concentrates hin 
mileage. Vecauno alr haa to be put 
into the tyres rnthor Infrequently 
when they ata now thero fs a natural 
inclinathon to forget to increase the 
frequency of inspection as time 
passes, .

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RULES OF THE ROAD - 
MOTORISTS’ CHARTER 


“Owner Driver” writea in the Re-' 


view of Reviews:— 

The “Road Trafle Bil" is out at 
last, and a very gaod Bill it soems 
to be. In the course of [ts passage 
through Parliament {t may be im- 
proved .or damaged; but, as it 
stands, its valuable provisions 50 
far outweigh those which may ap- 
pear doubtful that motorists in 
general will give It a hearty wel- 
come. . : 

The best thing about it is its 
obvious tendency to lay down a‘ law 
which can be obeyed. The old law, 
passed twenty-five years ago, be- 
fore the development of the motor- 
enr and of motor traffle could bo 
clenrly foreseen, was obsolete from 
the beginning, About that time I 
remember seeing « play in which 
one of the principal characters was 
a Cabinet Minister. He confessed 
that he had driven from town to 
the country house in which the. 
scone was laid, at a speed that 
defied the 20-mile limit. When ho 
was rebuked for brenking the law 
which he and his colleagues had 
eauacd Parlinment to enact ho 
anawered: “Who bothers about tho 
Jaw with nx good car on a clear 
road?” or words to that effect. 

This has been the case, only 
more so, ever since. Now tho 
stupid 20-mflo limit is to be swept 
away. In its place come new checks 
upon road-hogging In the form of 
heavy penalties for dangerous driv- 
ing. For this offence the pennity ia 
to be 2 maximum of three months’ 
imprisonment or n fine of £50 on-a 
first conviction. For subsequent 
convictions the fine may be raised 
to £100 ff the conviction be sum. 
mary. If it be obtained on indict 
ment the penalties are raised to six 
months’ imprisonment and a fine. 
All convictions for this offence are 
to be indorsed on the motorist’s 
licence; and unless there are 
apecinI rensona to the contrary. the 
licence is to be withdrawn on a 
second offence. 

om 

Therefore it is possible, and in- 
deed probable, that many a road 
hog will Be lodged in a special sty 
if the Bill becomes law. Nobody, 
least of all a decent motorist, will 
pity him or her, 

Another ofTence, that of ‘cnrelesa 
driving” is defined as driving 
“without due care and attention or 
without reasonable consideration 
for other persons using the road,” 
but a conviction for ihis offence 
will not entail the withdrawal of a 
licence, nor do the penalties for it 

‘seem to be clearly ‘specified. Tho 
object of defining this new offance 
is apparently to'provide an alter- 
native to the “dangerous driving”. 
charge. Without it, a motorist 
might be liable to prosecution and 
to heavy penalties for’ a minor or 
even ao technical offence, In order 
that motorists may know what 
technical offeneea are, the Minister 
of Transport will fasue a “highway 
code" costing a penny a copy. 
While failure to observe tho code 
would not in itself be an offence, 
the fact that it had not been ob- 
served might be used as evidence 
were un actunl offence committed. 
The net effect of the “dangerous” 
and “careless” driving clauses, and 
of the existence of an official code, 
should be to render motorista at 
once more cautious in thelr own 
interest nnd more considerate of 
others, 

The BHI makes no provision for 
n definite test for drivers. It ac- 
cepts the view of the Royal Com- 
mission on Tranaport to the effect 
that, having regard to quallfiea- 
tions that are only to be acquired 
by knowledge and experience, no 
preliminary testa can bo effective. 
On this point I think tho Biil 
might be extended and 
If persons now holding Heences 
may be supposed to have gained tho 
requisite knowledgo and ex- 
perlence, and bo left to faco the 
terrors of the Iaw without further 
qualification, something might be 
done to ensure that now applicants 
for Ilcences shall bo fit ta take the 
road, As I have before suggested, 
it would be a good thing !f all auch 
applicants wero required to pro- 
duca a certificate of fitness and of 
road experience from,a reglatored 
teacher, all professional teachers 
Lelng obliged to register thomscives 
to this end. If the professional 
teachers themaclves wore compall- 
ed {o pass severe tosts an a condl-. 
tion of rogiatration, n conalderable 
safeguard would thus be provided.

Cartain changes which the Bill 
recommends should tend = to 
diminish accldents on tho road. 
Though the age for motor-car 
drivers fs not ralaed above tho pro- 
font minimum of 17 years, ‘it is 
talsod to 21 {n the case of heavy 
motor-carp, tractora or locomotives.

{a mado unlawful for more than ono 
pornon to bo carrfod on tho pilllon, 
whilo any plilion rider must sit 
astride on a proper séat securaly 
fixed.

the public. Severe penalties aro 
Proposed for any falao doctaration. 
Among tho disabflties Indicated 
aro bad sight and Nability to fits. 
An applicant who {8 rofused. a 
Ileonce may, however, domand to be 
put through a practical tost .in 
driving, and has a right of appeal 
to a court of Summary Jurisdiction.

Some of the moat romarkable 
provisions of the Bill relate to the 
maximum apeeds of hoavy vehicles, 
such as locomotives, motor coaches 
and tractors, lorries and other 
gooda vehicles, Motor-cars’ con.

These speeds follow tho recom- 
mendations of the Royal Commis- 
alon on Transport, oxcopt that tho 
speed limit for motor couches with 
pneumatic tyros ins beon reduced 
from tho 365 milos an hour proposed 
by the Commission to 30 miles an 
hour.

unable to do otherwise. But if 
motor coaches, keep to thirty miles 
nan hour and are driven with 
reasonablo consideration for other 
users of the. read, the danger of 
passing them. will bo groatly re- 
duced. At soma future time, when 
all roads may be broad, woll- 
cambered and fairly straight, tho 
case for Hmiting the speod of heavy 
vehicles may lose its present force; 
but, in conditions as they are 
to-day, the proper place for people 
who wish to travel on narrow wind- 
ing roads in largo coaches at the 
speed of express trains, is in ox- 
press trains, 


Tho longest part of tho new Bill} 


consists of thirty-cight clauses 
dealing “wlth the regulation of 
public service vehicles. The BUll 
Proposes that the country shall be 
divided Into 12 traffic areas, cach 
of which is to bo subject to three 
Commissioners who are to - be 
responsible not only for Hcensing 
but for the conduct of adequate 
and efficient services. On tho other 
hand, the Commissioners .will 
eliminate unnecessary - services, 
though they will provide  unre- 
munerative services, where neccs- 
sary and co-ordinute all forms 
of passenger transport in their 
respective arenas. The Minister of 
Transport will be empowered to 
make regulations for the proper 
construction of -public service 
vehicles, and to govern the conduct 
of drivers and passengers, . ° 

In both Houses of Parliament tho 
Biil will ke ‘closely scrutinised and 
may have to withstand attacks from 
quarters which are not reconciled 
to the disappearance af the speed 
limit for “light” cats and motor- 
cycles. It would be well If the 
Minister of Transport in the House 
of Commons, and whoever may bo 
in charge of the Bill in the House 
of Lords, should ask partisans of 
the speed limit to state whether 
they are competent to drive a 
motor-car themselves and, if not, 
what their qualifications may be 
for.ofering an opinion on the sub- 
ject, I should also like to see somo 
penalty included in the Bill for the 
offence of “walking to the danger 
of rond users and of the public.” 
If motorists are to be compelled to 
be careful, [t is only right that 
pedestrians who walk upon or cross 
the roads should be made to feel 
that they too have a duty to others 
ag well as to themselves.

During the wet month of Novem- 
ber the folly of pedestrians was ex- 
hibited in an astonishing degree. 
However carefully a motorist may 
drive on wet and slippery surfaces, 
It is not always possible to pull 
up within a yard or suddenly to 
steer clear of reckless pedestrians. 
In some cases which I have per- 
sonally observed, lives have beon 
saved only by the highest skill on 
the part of drivers whose cars wero 
running weli below tha 20-milo 
limit in London strects or on subur- 
ban roads, and in some of those 
cases not even skill could | avoid 
dangerous skidding. . ? 

On -the subject of skidding, 
capecially In its most paralysing 
form, front-wheel skidding, I have 
to offer oa suggestion which 
motorists may find valuable. At 
the beginning of the autumn I put 
strong new tyros on the front 
wheels of my car, though, like tho 
back wheel tyres, they wore still 
In pretty good condition. Nevor- 
theless I had threo front-wheel 


‘Takfda at various places in London 


when “cornering,” although I was 
driving at less than ten miles an 
hour on third speod with the clutch 
in. Thanks to theso precautions, 
anything like on accident was 
avoided. But the exporlonce was 
unpleasant. Careful oxporimont, 
with expert professional assistance, 
rovenled the fact that one of the 
front wheel tyres was slightly less 
{nflated than the other, and that, 
in cornering, the antl-akid surface 
of that tyre became dopressod so 
that the smooth portion of it touch- 
od tha road. Full inflation of both 
tyres nt ongs corrected this dofact. 
As an oxtra precaution I havo now 
put fully inflated new tyres on tho 
back wheels also, so that no faflure 
of the back wheols to grip the road 
sutface to tho fullest oxtoht may, 
in future, throw any extra strain 
on tho front wheels,

Mulone'a Triumph ia a 4,000 miles 
old Mode) CN 4,98 hp, and alrendy 
has a brilliant sdlo victory In the 
Harley-Davidson Midwinter Trial to 
its credit. 

The night before the test snow 
fell heavily, blanketing the track 
with 12 to 16 Inches of snow, but 
this trifle did not deter the boys. 
Off they set with ‘the sidecar chassis 
scooping a great furrow through the 
snow. Two or three trips. were 
covered before the track was decent- 
ly clear, and they were, of course, 
counted in the record.

The demand for now automobiles 
in the Philippines has beon more 
ateady than has the demand for 
more staple products. Importa- 
tlons of wheat flour, for instance, 
have fluctuated from year to yoar. 
In the case of automobiles there 
has been a steady increase in de- 
mand. cs 

In 1924 the per enapita invost- 
ment of the people in the Philip: 
pines in automobiles was 65 cen- 
tavos. That had increased last 
year to P1.05, In 1924.the valuc 
of imported nutomobiles was 
P6,484,206 while Inst year it was 
P13,292,723. 

Automobile manufacturers in tho 
United States havo practically tho 
whole snles fleld for thelr product 
{n the Philippines to themselves. 
Last yonr Amorican manufac- 
turers mado 98 per cent of all tho 
automobiles sold here. France made 
only a little more than 1 per cent. 
and: Great Britain, Canada and 
Japan contributed the remaining 
fraction of 1 per cent. . 

The increasing use of automobiles 
and trucks in the Islands aleo is 
contributing more each year to the 
coffers of the insular treasury. In 
turn this money is being used to 
build and maintain now roads and 
is thereby aiding the development 
of the country.—Manila Bulletin, ”

In warmer weather, attention 
should be given to the battery at 
Jenst once every week, and the cells 
kept filled with distilled water to a 
level of Yin. above the top of the 
plates, If, when filling, one cell 
tokes considerably more water than 
the others, a leaky cell is indicntod 
and the battery should be taken im- 
mediately to a battery service i 
atatton. When checking the bat- 
tery, the terminals should be 
examined for corrosion and loose, 
connections, as either of there con- | 
ditions will cause its rapid failure. 
If the terminals are at all corroded, 
they should be thoroughly cleaned 
and covered with o film of vaseline 
as n precaution against further cor- 
rosion. All connections should bo 
examined regularly and tightenod, 
as-n loose condition at these points 
will prevent tho full Renerator 
charge from entering the battery, 
and so In a very short time ropult 
in a run-down condition.

Hydrometer Reading - 

Each time the battory {5 inspect- 
ed a hydromoter reading should be 
taken to ascortain.if tho battery is 
properly charged. The apocific 
gravity of a fully charged battery 
Is batween 1.276 and 1.800. If suc- 
conalvo randings show lower valton 
than thin, the car should be taken 
to battery sorvice station to have 
the caune rectified, aa it may be 
that the gonerntor output fs -too 
low, and sorlous Injury will rosilt 
to tho battery, if 1t in not kept 
charged. In taking hydrometor 
readings, care phould be exorcised 
to return the electrolyte from the

‘Motion Picture Industry 
Uses Many Trucks 


_ Everyone roalisca the vastness of 
tho motion picture industry, but 
it {is doubtful whether cinema 
patrons conceive — the diMculties 
encountered in rushing ftims to all 
parts of England, Scotland and 
Wales, to enable frequent changes 
of programmes to bo made. 

Films nre collected from varlous 
picturo company ofitces and theatres 
nnd sorted at tho maln distributing 
depots in Landon, Birmingham, 
Leeds, Manchester, Cardiff, Glna- 
gow and go on, and it is between 
these contres that reliable and 
speedy transport {is cssential. 

Vehicles usod for this work run 
to a very. close time schedule, as 
thelr goods must be. delivered 
promptly or heavy damages paid. 
All long distance journeys nre mnde 
overnight, and the vital point— 
delivery—isa the primary concern of 
every driver. 

They are not restricted to any 
specini lond, they just have to take 
all there Js to go, light or heavy 
—usually very henvy—-"step on {t” 
mercilessly, and hug the rondside, 
particularly at bends, to run to 
schedule. All driver aro scasoncd 
mile éaters. : 

The P. G. S. Film Transport Co., 
Ltd, of Brixton, operates a largo 
fleet of motor trucks for this work, 
Many of. these have very remark- 
able records and achievenmonts to 
their credit. As atypical instance 
of the amount of work done in this 
service, there ia a GM... truck 
which has already covered 90,000' 
miles, It makes collections and 
deliveries in London. during the 
day-time and docs the return 
journcy to Birmingham six nights 
a week, making a minimum mileage 
of 1,800 per week. 7 

The rest of the fleet . is almost 
entirely composed of other G.M.C. 
and Chevrolet trucks. Most ‘of 
them show a mileage of six figures 
and the drivers are very proud of 
them despite the fact that they aro 
not “oil paintings,” due to the lack 
of the necessary time to effect re- 
novations. Incidentally, the drivers 
have shown interest in the trucks 
by christening them with ap- 
propriate names such-as the “Flying 
Welshman,” “Mancunian” and 
“Gloster Gazette.” 


ATTENTION TO TYRES 


Altention'should be given to the 
tyres to ensure their belng main- 
tained nt the recommended 
pressure. Under-Inflated tyres, 
besides causing rapid wear of the 
treads, will sorlously affect the 
performance and economical run- 
ning of the car, Over-inflation 
nlso is both uncomfortable and 
dangerous.

CAUSE OF ACCIDENTS 


A Plea for a Proper 


Analysis 
Wilfred Fraser writes in tho 
Review of Reviews:— 

No effective remedics can ever bo 
applied to accldont prevontion until 
the actunl causes aro discovered. 
We are dolng much fn this country 
towarda tho analysia of the causa- 
ton of all accidents,’ but wo 
are dolny it = plecemeal and 
with such result that we havo 
to-day no conception of the appalling 
number of aceldents that occur 
in industry and on the roads, 
Such figures as ono cin eallect by 
devious methods show that in the 
Inst ton years at least one hundrod 
thousand people, have been, killed 
and over five millions injured in {n- 
dustry and on the: ronda. It 
is impossible to estimate the cost 
in money to the country, but ob- 
viously it {s a prodigious figure, 
Surely the timo has arrived whon 
accident statistics should be collected 
from ull sources, properly collated, 
and ar ally intelligent yearly stute- 
ment issued, To nccomplish this 
there is no necessity to issue any 
“departmental order"; the machin- 
ory exists, and the Home Secretary 
can sot It In motion at once. 


Enthroning Bureaucracy 

~ Now lot us turn to the problem of 
road accidents, of which much has 
been written and spoken during the 
past few years, Here the problem 
of anilyais presents no djficulties, 
The machinery exists, but at the 
moment is not properly used. Not 
only that, but it is suggested In the 
report of ‘the Royal Commission on 
Transport that this should be dupli. 
ented! Further, that bureaucracy 
should be even more enthroned, just 
when « Commission has been ap. 
hointed with the object of curbing 
the powers of the bureaucrats, and 
the Lord Chief Justice, {n his book, 
pouring scorn upon the “despota” 
of Whitehall! 

The Royal Commtssion’s réport 
contains all the material for a satis. 
fnetory Road Traffic BIN which will 
bring our century-old legislation up 
to date, There are, however, re- 
‘commendations in the report which 
not only arouse controversy, but 
some of them, if included in the Bill, 
will probably be, dropped. The 
Commission rightly reject the 
suggestion for the creation of a 
special force of traMle police, hold- 
ing that the police force as it is 
to-day, must remain in control of 
traffic. That meana that the Home 
Office will atill bo the supreme nu- 
thority, The Commission, hav- 
ing recognised the Home Office in 
ono direction, proceed to recommend 
the duplication of that Depart. 
ment's work In another, thus: 

The Minister of Transport should 
compile comprehensive statistica of 
the causes of all road accidents, 

Power To Order Enquiry 

The Minister of Transport should 
be empowered to order an inquiry 
into the cause of any accident in 
which a motor vehicle is Involved, 
but such inquiry should be obliga- 
tory in the case of any accident to 
a public service vehicle in which 
the death of a passenger is involved. 

The Commission scem to have 
taken the railways os a parallel, 
which is fallacious. Tho large 
majority of motor cur ownera can 
drive, but they cannot drive a rail 
way train. The motor car drivor 
probably knows a8 much about 
motoring as a Ministry of Transport 
oficial. The official knows more 
about the construction of roads and 
tho material used—that’s his main 
job. All rond accidents are inves- 
tigated by the police, and in the 
event of a fatal result the coroner 
holds an inquiry. The coroners of 
this country are invariably mon of 
legal training and most of them are 
motorists. They have wide discre- 
tionary powers and can summon 
any professional or technical evid- 
ence they desire, The coroner's 
court is the proper place for an In- 
quiry Into a road accident. The 
‘Commission now suggests that the 
Ministry of Transport should also 
hold a similar one, presumably sum. 
moning the same witnesses as the 
coroner. And since there are some- 
thing like seven thousand fatal road 
accidents a year, it means that wo 
are actually advised to create a 
awarm of transport’ officials to 
spread over the land like - locusts, 
When the cry of oconomy fs heard 
on all sides, Parlinment ts not Nkely 
to sanction such wasteful and un- 
nocesanry expenditure. I would 
suggest this:— 

What Coroners Should Do 

Coronors, like the police, como 
under the authority of the Home 
Office, Coroners should make o 
comprehenalve analysts of the causo 
of ench aceldont they Inquire into 
and forward such roturns coach 
quartor to the Homo OMico. , 

Tho chiof constables throughout 
the country prosent'yoarly roporta. 
Thoy havo to record all fatal and 
non-fatal accidents. Horo again 
chief conatablea should ho roquest- 
od to mako roturns cach quartor, 
stating dofinitoly tho causo of each 
aceldent. It fa obvious that at the 
ond of & year wo.should havo,’ by 
this moans, 9 complote analyals of 
tho causo of avory accident in the 
country, Thla la tho proper func- 
tlon of the Homo OMco and not tho 
Ministry of Transport, Tho coun- 
try will save money, there will bo

BIG DEVELOPMENTS 
Rugby, Friday. 
Wircless telephony is developing 
with remarkable rapidity, and Lon- 
don is fast becoming the awitch- 
board of the world. Tho Australian 
Experimental: Service, which has 


been conducted by the Post Offica 
from Rugby and Baldock Wireless 
Telephone Stations to a spot near 
Sydney, Australia, has met with 
great success, and and official 
Bnnouncement regarding the ser: 
vice will be made in the near future. 

Yesterday. a new service to the 
Vatican State via Rome was opened 
by the Post Office. Recently the 
Isle of Man was linked to the main- 
Innd, and it. is expected that a 
similar development will take place 
with regard to the Channel Islands. 

It is now possible to telephone 
from Great Britain to ships at gea, 
and within a short time a service 
will be In operation between any 
flxed telephone station and passen-
